zens, invaded the grounds and com- 
menced to demolish the sutler's tent. 
Phis was the signal which aroused the 
camp policemen, and then began a reg- 
ular pitched battle, in which clubs, 
stones and revolvers were used in a wild 
ndiscriininate manner, with the follow- 
ing result: 
Bill Dickman was shot 


through the bowels, the ball lodging in 
or near the kidneys. Frank Manker 
was shot in the head, just cutting the 
scalp. Jake White was clubbed until 
be was helpless, and probably fatally in- 
jured, while any number of the others 
received more or less injuries of a seri- 
ous, though not necessarily fatal char- 
acter.
